Resolution  extending  the  imposition  of  interim  zoning  controls,  as  modified,  for  an 
additional  twelve  (12)  months  by  applying  the  zoning  controls  applicable  in  NC-3 
districts  that  are  contained  in  the  Planning  Code  Section  712  to  Assessor's  Blocks 
5087,  5100,  and  5101  and  Block  5099,  Lot  14,  subject  to  a  specified  exception;  by 
requiring  conditional  use  authorization  for  any  non-residential  use  size  in  excess  of 
sixty-five  thousand  (65,000)  square  feet  on  Assessor's  Blocks  5087,  5100,  and  5101  and 
Block  5099,  Lot  14,  and  in  the  adjacent  NC-3  district  located  on  Bayshore  Boulevard 
and  bounded  by  Arleta  Avenue  on  the  north  and  the  terminus  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  to  the  south;  and  adopting  findings  pursuant  to  Planning  Code  Section 
101.1. 

WHEREAS,  On  March  9,  2001,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  enacted  Board  of 
Supervisors  Resolution  No.  159-01 ,  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File 
No.  001557,  that  imposed  interim  controls  on  Visitacion  Valley's  NC-3  District  and  adjacent 
properties  for  a  twelve  (12)  month  period.  Said  Resolution  is  incorporated  herein  by 
reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  unique  character  of  this  neighborhood  warrants  the  continuation  of 
specific  zoning  controls  to  preserve  and  enhance  residential  uses  and  compatible 
neighborhood-oriented  commercial  uses;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  continued  extension  of  the  NC-3  zoning  controls  to  adjacent 
industrially-zoned  land  would  preserve  the  neighborhood  commercial  character  of  Visitacion 
Valley  and  allow  for  the  establishment  of  appropriate  commercial  uses;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Visitacion  Valley  would  benefit  from  a  conditional  use  requirement  on  large 
non-residential  uses  in  order  to  ensure  a  diverse  array  of  commercial  and  retail  uses  at 
varying  sizes;  and, 

WHEREAS,  I  he  extension  of  interim  controls,  as  modified,  are  necessary  to  provide 
greater  public  scrutiny  and  Planning  Commission  review  of  the  establishment  of  inappropriate 
or  oversize  uses  pending  the  adoption  of  permanent  controls  and  to  ensure  that  a  permanent 
legislative  program  can  be  pursued  with  the  maximum  participation  by  interested  neighbors, 
organizations  and  property  owners;  and 

WHEREAS,  Planning  Code  Section  306.7(c)  authorizes  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to 
extend  interim  controls  in  order  to  protect  the  public  health,  safety,  and  welfare  and  to  ensure 
that  the  proposed  legislative  program  is  not  undermined  pending  adoption  of  the  permanent 
controls;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  determined  that  the  hardship  on  property 
owners  from  modifying  and  extending  the  interim  controls  is  outweighed  by  the  detriment  to 
the  public  if  the  controls  are  not  modified  and  extended;  and 

WHEREAS,  Planning  Code  Section  306.7(b)  provides  that  for  the  duration  of  these 
controls,  a  proposed  development  shall  conform  to  both  the  existing  provisions  of  the 
Planning  Code  and  to  these  interim  controls,  whichever  is  more  restrictive;  now,  therefore,  be 
it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  extends  the  interim  controls 
specified  in  Resolution  No.  159-01  and  modifies  such  controls  as  follows: 

(a)      Assessor's  Blocks  5087,  5100.  and  5101  and  Block  5099,  Lot  14,  as  designated 
on  Section  Map  10  of  the  San  Francisco  Zoning  Map,  shall  be  subject  to  the  zoning  controls 
applicable  in  Moderate-Scale  Neighborhood  Commercial  Districts  (NC-3)  contained  in

Planning  Code  Section  712,  except  that  any  use  prohibited  in  such  an  NC-3  District  shall  be 
subject  to  a  conditional  use  authorization;  and 

(b)     A  non-residential  use  size  in  excess  of  sixty-five  thousand  (65,000)  square  feet 
on  Assessor's  Blocks  5087,  5100,  and  5101  and  Block  5099,  Lot  14,  as  designated  on 
Section  Map  10  of  the  San  Francisco  Zoning  Map,  and  in  the  adjacent  NC-3  District 
established  along  Bayshore  Boulevard  bounded  by  Arleta  Boulevard  to  the  north  and  the 
terminus  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  the  south  shall  be  subject  to  conditional 
use  authorization;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  for  purposes  of  these  interim  controls  "conditional  use" 
shall  have  the  meaning  given  that  term  in  Planning  Code  Section  303;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  extension  of  these  interim  controls  is  necessary  in 
order  to  protect  the  public  health,  safety  and  welfare.  Said  controls  advance  and  are 
consistent  with  the  priority  policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  101 .1 ,  in  that  they  attempt  to 
preserve  and  enhance  existing  neighborhood-serving  retail  uses,  conserve  existing  housing 
and  neighborhood  character,  maintain  a  diverse  economic  base,  and  control  uses  which  have 
an  adverse  impact  on  City  services  and  neighborhood  parking.  In  addition,  these  controls 
have  no  adverse  impact  on  affordable  housing,  earthquake  preparedness,  landmarks  and 
historic  buildings,  or  parks  and  open  space;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  if  any  other  interim  controls  applicable  to  the  subject  NC- 
3  District  and  Assessor's  Blocks  5087,  5100,  and  5101  and  Block  5099,  Lot  14  are  in  effect  at 
the  time  these  controls  are  enacted,  the  more  restrictive  provisions  among  the  controls  shall 
apply;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  these  interim  controls  shall  remain  in  effect  for  a  period 
of  twelve  (12)  months  from  the  termination  of  Resolution  No.  159-01  or  until  permanent 
controls  are  adopted,  whichever  shall  first  occur.

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Resolution  authorizing  the  San  Francisco  Port  Commission  to  accept  and  expend  a 
grant  in  the  amount  of  $1,500,000.00  from  the  California  Trade  and  Commerce  Agency 
for  design  and  construction  of  fish  processing  facilities  at  Pier  45. 

WHEREAS,  On  November  9,  2000  (by  Resolution  tyo.  00-87),  the  Port 
Commission  (1)  established  the  Pier  45  Shed  C  Project  ("Project")  as  a  top  priority  for 
funding  in  the  Port's  2001-02  FY  Capital  Plan,  (2)  authorized  and  directed  Port  staff  to 
immediately  commence  the  planning,  design  and  engineering  of  improvements  for 
fishing  industry  uses  in  Pier  45  Shed  C,  and  (3)  directed  Port  staff  to  pursue  grant 
funding  for  the  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  February  27,  2001  (by  Resolution  No.  01-10),  the  Port 
Commission  approved  the  Port's  2001-02  FY  Capital  Plan,  which  included  $4,450,000 
of  total  funding  for  the  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Port  received  input  and  guidance  from  the  Fisherman's  Wharf 
Waterfront  Advisory  Group,  and  other  stakeholders  during  the  planning  process;  and 
that  group  unanimously  recommended  that  the  Port  proceed  with  a  design  scheme  for 
the  Project  that  is  reflected  in  the  San  Francisco  Port  Commission  transmittal 
memorandum  to  this  Board  of  Supervisors  containing  the  Commission's  Resolution  No. 
01-95  approving  the  Schematic  Design  Plan  shown  in  Exhibit  A  attached  thereto;  and 

WHEREAS,  Based  upon  current  cost  projections,  the  total  cost  of  the  Project, 
including  related  improvements,  is  projected  to  exceed  $4,450,000;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Port  staff  is  working  with  the  California  Trade  and  Commerce 
Agency  to  encumber  $1  ..5  Million  of  funds  that  are  included  in  the  2001/02  FY 
California  State  Budget,  and  the  California  Trade  and  Commerce  Agency  requires  that 
the  Port  Commission  indicate  its  approval  for  the  Port  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend 
these  funds,  and  to  enter  into  the  necessary  documents  with  this  agency  to  encumber 
these  funds,  including  an  agreement  to  hold  the  agency  harmless  from  any  liability 
arising  out  of  the  project:  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  acting  through  the 
Department  of  City  Planning  prepared  a  Final  Environmental  Impact  Report  for  the 
Hyde  Street  Fishing  Harbor  /  Pier  45  Sheds  A  &  C,  File  No.  93.574E,  ("Hyde  Street 
FEIR")  consisting  of  a  Draft  EIR  dated  April  25,  1996,  any  consultations  and  comments 
received  during  the  review  process,  any  additional  information  that  became  available, 
and  a  Summary  of  Comments  and  Responses  dated  November  26,  1996;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Planning  Commission  certified  the  Hyde  Street 
FEIR  on  December  12,  1996,  and  found  that  the  preferred  project  will  not  have  a 
significant  effect  on  the  environment;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Hyde  Street  FEIR  analyzed  a  preferred  project  for  Sheds  A 
and  C  consisting  of  new  uses  for  Sheds  A  and  C  that  would  comprise  a  Fisheries 
Center,  and  the  proposed  Project  would  not  result  in  new  or  different  significant 
adverse  environmental  impacts  from  that  analyzed  in  the  Final  EIR;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Planning  Commission  certified  the  Waterfront 
Land  Use  Plan  Final  Environmental  Impact  Report  on  January  9.1997  ("WLUP  FEIR"), 
and  the  WLUP  FEIR  did  not  identify  new  circumstances  under  which  the  Project  would

WHEREAS,  Findings  entitled  "San  Francisco  Port  Commission  Findings  Related 
to  Environmental  Review  and  Project  Approval:  Pier  45  Shed  C"  were  prepared  and 
submitted  as  Exhibit  C  attached  to  the  Resolution  No.  01-95  adopted  by  the  San 
Francisco  Port  Commission  at  its  meeting  on  December  1 1 ,  2001 ;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Port  Commission  has  reviewed  and  considered  the  information 
in  the  Hyde  Street  FEIR  and  the  WLUP  FEIR,  and  the  draft  Findings  contained  in 
Exhibit  C,  and  based  on  that  information,  the  Port  Commission  found  that:  (1)  the 
Project  is  within  the  scope  of  the  project  analyzed  in  the  Hyde  Street  EIR  and  the 
Project  does  not  raise  any  important  new  issues  about  the  significant  effects  on  the 
environment  not  previously  considered  in  the  Hyde  Street  FEIR;  (2)  no  changes  are 
proposed  or  have  occurred  in  the  Project  that  would  require  major  revisions  to  the 
Hyde  Street  FEIR  due  to  the  involvement  of  significant  new  environmental  effects  or  a 
substantial  increase  in  the  severity  of  previously  identified  significant  effects;  (3)  no 
substantial  changes  have  occurred  with  respect  to  the  circumstances  under  which  the 
Project  is  being  undertaken  that  would  require  major  revisions  to  the  Hyde  Street  FEIR 
due  to  the  involvement  of  significant  new  environmental  effects  or  a  substantial 
increase  in  the  severity  of  previously  identified  significant  effects;  and  (4)  no  new 
information  of  substantial  importance  has  become  available  since  the  Hyde  Street 
FEIR  was  certified  indicating  that:  (a)  the  Project  will  have  one  or  more  significant 
effects  not  discussed  in  the  Hyde  Street  FEIR;  (b)  significant  effects  examined  in  the 
Hyde  Street  FEIR  would  be  substantially  more  severe;  (c)  mitigation  or  alternatives 
previously  found  not  to  be  feasible  would  in  fact  be  feasible  and  would  substantially 
reduce  one  or  more  significant  effects  of  the  Project;  (d)  mitigation  measures  or 
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alternatives  which  are  considerably  different  from  those  analyzed  in  the  Hyde  Street 
FEIR  would  substantially  reduce  one  or  more  significant  effects  on  the  environmental; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Port  Commission  approved  the  Findings 
Related  to  Environmental  Review  and  Project  Approval:  Pier  45,  Shed  C,  attached  to 
Resolution  01-95  as  Exhibit  C  and  incorporated  therein  by  reference,  and  required  the 
Mitigation  Measures  identified  in  the  Findings  to  be  included  as  part  of  the  Project  as  it 
is  implemented,  and  adopted  the  Mitigation  Monitoring  program;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Port  Commission  approved  the  Project  by 
adopting  its  Resolution  01-95,  as  described  in  the  transmittal  letter  to  this  Board  of 
Supervisors,  and  authorized  the  Executive  Director,  or  his  designee,  the  authority  to 
apply  for,  accept,  and  expend  State  grant  funds,  and  approve,  sign  and  execute  an

WHEREAS,    In  February  of  2001,   City  Car  Share  was  formed  to 
reduce  private  car  ownership  and  usage,   encourage  cleaner  modes  of

WHEREAS,    During  their  first  year,   City  Car  Share  memberships 
have  far  exceed  original  expectations  for  success  with  1200  members 
now  enrolled  compared  to  a  target  of  500;  and, 

WHEREAS,   City  Car  Share  was  inspired  by  dozens  of  similar 
organizations  in  Europe  and  Canada,   and  was  made  a  reality  by  a  group 
of  transportation  activists  and  city  planners;  and, 

WHEREAS,   Their  success  is  based  on  the  fact  that  City  Car  Share 
gives  people  the  convenience  of  car  usage  without  all  the  costs  and 
hassles  of  ownership  such  as  insurance,  maintenance,  repairs,

Resolution  authorizing  extension  of  a  lease  of  real  property  at  617-623  Mission/101  New 
Montgomery  Streets  for  the  Department  of  Child  Support  Services. 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Child  Support  Services  (CSS)  occupies  premises  at 
617-623  Mission/101  New  Montgomery  Streets  under  a  Lease  dated  December  19,  1994,  a 
copy  of  which  is  currently  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  ,  with  101 

New  Montgomery  Street  Building,  as  Landlord,  and  the  term  of  that  Lease  terminates  on 
July  31,  2002;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  present  Lease  provides  the  City  with  an  option  to  extend  the  term 
of  its  lease  for  another  five  years  commencing  August  1 ,  2002,  and  the  Department  of  Child 
Support  Services  wishes  to  continue  its  occupancy  of  the  leased  premises;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Director  of 
Department  of  Child  Support  Services,  the  Director  of  Property  is  hereby  authorized  on 
behalf  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as  Tenant,  to  extend  for  an  additional 
period  of  five  years  the  lease  with  101  New  Montgomery  Street  Building,  as  Landlord,  for  a 
portion  of  the  building  located  at  61 7-623  Mission  Street  and  also  known  as  101  New 
Montgomery  Street,  San  Francisco,  California,  for  the  Department  of  Child  Support 
Services  (CSS).  The  leased  premises  consist  of  approximately  33,998  rentable  square  feet 
on  a  portion  of  the  ground  floor  and  the  entire  second,  third  and  fourth  floors  plus  basement 
storage  space. 

The  lease  extension  shall  commence  upon  expiration  of  the  initial  term,  August  1, 
2002  and  shall  end  July  31 ,  2007.  The  current  monthly  base  rent  will  be  adjusted  for 
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changes  in  the  Consumer  Price  index  since  February  1995.  The  City  shall  continue  to  pay 
its  electricity  costs.

Resolution  proclaiming  February  19,  2002  "Japanese  American  Day  of  Remembrance" 
in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  commemorating  the  struggles  of  Japanese 
Americans  during  the  internment  of  1942. 

WHEREAS,  Sixty  years  ago  today,  on  February  19,  1942,  President  Franklin  Delano 
Roosevelt  signed  executive  order  9066,  which  authorized  the  U.S.  Government  to  force 
Japanese  Americans  and  legal  residents  from  their  homes  and  into  internment  camps  during 
World  War  II  out  of  fear  that  they  were  capable  of  committing  acts  of  treason  and  espionage; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  More  than  120,000  Americans  of  Japanese  descent  living  on  the  West 
Coast  were  incarcerated  in  10  internment  camps  and  numerous  other  relocation  camps 
located  in  desert  and  swampland  areas  of  the  United  States  for  the  duration  of  World  War  II; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Denied  due  process  of  law,  these  Japanese  Americans  were  forced  to 
evacuate  their  homes  and  leave  their  jobs;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  some  cases  family  members  were  separated  and  put  into  different 
camps,  behind  barbed  wire  and  surrounded  by  armed  guards,  with  inadequate  medical  care 
and  schools;  and, 

WHEREAS,  These  camps  were  constructed  in  rural  areas  where  harsh  temperatures, 
desert  and  swamp-like  environments  made  living  difficult  in  hastily  built  barracks  where  the 
Japanese  Americans  lived  for  up  to  three  years  without  privacy  or  adequate  protection  from 
the  harsh  physical  environment;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Executive  Order  9066  was  at  the  time  justified  as  a  "military  necessity"  to 
protect  against  domestic  espionage  and  sabotage,  a  Presidential,  blue-ribbon  commission  in 
1979  found  that  the  events  of  this  unprecedented  chapter  in  American  history  "were  motivated 
largely  by  racial  prejudice,  wartime  hysteria,  and  a  failure  of  political  leadership";  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  1988  more  than  forty  years  after  Executive  Order  9066  was  signed,  the 
U.S.  government  finally  acknowledged  the  mistake  it  made,  when  Congress  passed  and 
President  Ronald  Reagan  signed  the  Civil  Liberties  Act  of  1988,  which  made  a  formal  apology 
to  interned  Japanese  Americans  and  mandated  that  each  survivor  be  paid  $20,000  in 
reparations,  and  that  an  education  fund  would  be  established  to  ensure  that  this  incident 
never  be  repeated  in  American  history;  now,  therefore  be  it

WHEREAS,  Abandoned  shopping  carts  pose  a  threat  to  public  and  pedestrian  safety,

WHEREAS,  Senator  Milton  Marks  was  a  committed,  warm,  and  endearing  public 
servant  who  treated  his  constituents  as  real  people  and  not  simply  as  potential  votes  in  a 
reelection  effort;  and 

WHEREAS,  Senator  Marks  was  a  third  generation  San  Franciscan,  having  been  born 
in  the  City  in  1920,  who  graduated  from  Stanford  University  and  served  in  the  U.S.  Army  in 
the  Philippines  during  World  War  II;  and 

WHEREAS,  Senator  Marks  worked  his  way  through  law  school  after  the  war,  taking 
evening  classes  and  earning  his  law  degree  in  1949;  and 

WHEREAS,  Senator  Marks  was  first  elected  to  the  California  Assembly  in  1958,  as  a 
Republican,  and  was  subsequently  returned  to  the  legislature  until  1966;  and 

WHEREAS,  Senator  Marks  was  appointed  in  1966  as  a  judge  of  the  Municipal  Court 
by  Governor  Edmund  G.  Brown,  where  he  served  with  distinction;  and 

WHEREAS,  Senator  Marks  returned  to  politics  in  1967,  running  for  and  winning  a  seat 
in  the  California  Senate  where  he  served  until  his  retirement  in  1996,  ending  a  38-year 

career  as  a  California  lawmaker;  and 

WHEREAS,  Senator  Milton  Marks  consistently  and  tirelessly  championed  the  cause  of 
public  libraries  during  his  long  and  illustrious  career  in  the  California  legislature,  advocating

it  was  well  accepted  as  a  potential  funding  mechanism  when  the  state  economy  improved

WHEREAS,  We  as  a  community  recognize  that  tobacco  use  is  the  leading  cause  of 
preventable  illness  in  the  United  States,  causing  430,000  tobacco-related  deaths  annually  in 
the  United  States,  and  that  almost  90%  of  adults  who  have  ever  smoked  tried  their  first 
cigarette  by  the  age  of  1 8;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  State  of  California  has  found  and  declared  that  smoking  is  the  single 
most  important  source  of  preventable  disease  and  death  in  California  (Health  and  Safety 
Code  Section  118950);  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  marketing  and  sale  of  tobacco  products  remains  a  multi-billion  dollar 
industry  with  cigarette  companies  spending  $8.24  billion  to  advertise  and  market  their 
products  in  1999;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  ("City")  has  adopted  several 
ordinances  regulating  the  advertisement  of  cigarettes  and  other  tobacco  products  to  protect 
minors  from  advertisements  that  can  increase  the  incidence  of  addiction  to  tobacco  products;

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Resolution  supporting  efforts  to  curb  global  warming,  adopting  greenhouse  gas 

emissions  reduction  goals  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  in  excess  of  the 

targeted  goals  of  the  Kyoto  Protocol,  and  calling  for  continued  actions  towards 

achieving  these  goals. 


WHEREAS,  The  world's  leading  climate  scientists  have  documented  a  clear  global 
warming  trend  and  the  unmistakable  impact  of  human  activities  on  that  trend;  and 

WHEREAS,  Global  warming  of  the  magnitude  now  predicted  by  the  scientific 
community  will  cause  extremely  costly  disruption  of  human  and  natural  systems  throughout 
the  world;  and 

WHEREAS,  Climate  change  is  the  most  critical  threat  to  the  sustainability  of  our  planet 
and  the  health  of  millions  of  people  is  at  risk  from  smog,  rising  heat,  increased  disease,  more 
frequent  extreme  weather  events  and  rising  sea  levels;  and 

WHEREAS,  Over  the  next  50-100  years,  sea  levels  around  the  world  could  rise  one 
meter;  and 

WHEREAS,  To  prevent  flooding  of  the  Airports  in  San  Francisco  and  Oakland; 
Treasure  Island;  Mission  Bay  Development;  the  Giants  new  ballpark;  parts  of  Interstate  80 
and  Highway  101;  railroad  tracks;  sewage  treatment  plants;  marinas;  and  harbors  would 
require  vast  investments  in  dikes,  pumping  stations  or  other  infrastructure;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  International  Panel  on  Climate  Change  has  determined  that  stabilizing 
concentrations  of  greenhouse  gases  in  the  atmosphere  will  require  emission  reductions  in 
excess  of  60%  of  current  emissions,  and  the  Kyoto  Protocol  is  a  modest  first  step  in  the 
direction  of  those  reductions; 

WHEREAS,  Achieving  greenhouse  gas  emission  reductions  required  to  protect  the 
climate  is  of  overriding  importance  not  just  to  the  community  of  nations  but  to  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  which  relies  heavily  on  the  stability  of  the  climate  for  our  water  and 
power  supplies;  and 
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WHEREAS,  President  George  H.  W.  Bush  signed  the  United  Nations  Framework 
Convention  on  Climate  Change  in  1992,  which  includes  the  commitment  on  the  part  of  the 
United  States  to  seek  the  "stabilization  of  greenhouse  gas  concentrations  in  the  atmosphere 
at  a  level  that  would  prevent  dangerous  anthropogenic  interference  with  the  climate  system;" 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  current  administration  in  Washington,  D.C.  has  demonstrated  an 
alarming  unwillingness  to  play  a  leadership  role  in  climate  protection;  and 

WHEREAS,  President  George  W.  Bush  rejected  the  Kyoto  Protocol  on  global  warming 
outright,  while  in  Bonn  178  countries,  not  including  the  United  States,  reached  agreement  on 
the  Kyoto  Protocol  in  July,  2001,  and 

WHEREAS,  Local  actions  can  help  to  pave  the  way  for  national  leadership,  by 
providing  working  models  of  greenhouse  gas  reduction  initiatives  that  reinforce  other  high- 
priority  policy  objectives;  and 

WHEREAS,  Over  370  cities  across  the  United  States  and  around  the  world  are 
inventorying  greenhouse  gas  emissions  and  adopting  reduction  targets  as  part  of  the 
International  Council  for  Local  Environmental  Initiatives'  Cities  for  Climate  Protection  program; 
and 

WHEREAS,  16  cities  from  around  the  world  have  agreed  in  the  Toronto  Declaration  to 
send  a  communique  to  the  Conference  of  the  Parties  meeting  in  Morocco  in  November  2001 
declaring  their  intention  to  achieve  much  higher  levels  of  greenhouse  gas  reduction  than 
those  called  for  in  the  Kyoto  Protocol;  and 

WHEREAS,  Many  of  the  critical  components  of  a  local  action  plan  for  climate  protection 
are  already  in  place  or  under  development  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  including 
the  Green  Building  Program,  the  Resource  Conservation  Ordinance,  the  Environmentally 
Preferable  Purchasing  Program,  the  Clean  Air  Program,  the  Urban  Forestry  Council,  the 
Sustainability  Plan,  and  others;  and 

WHEREAS,  fossil  fueled  electrical  generators  are  amgn^  the  largest  contributors  of 
greenhouse  aas  emissions  adding  to  global  warming;  and 
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WHEREAS,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  along  with  a  large  majority  of  San  Franciscans 
supported  Propositions  B  and  H  in  November  2001  which  will  create  the  largest  renewable 
energy  programs  in  the  country:  and 

WHEREAS,  Greenhouse  gas  reduction  activities  contribute  substantially  to  the 
achievement  of  many  of  the  City's  highest  priority  goals,  including  but  not  limited  to:  energy 
security  and  cost  reduction;  affordable  housing;  mobility  and,  transportation  choices;  solid 
waste  reduction  and  recycling;  reliable,  affordable  water  supply;  urban  and  rural  forest 
protection;  sustainable  economic  development;  and  clean  air;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco's  existing  energy,  solid  waste,  and 
transportation  and  air  guality  initiatives  -  all  designed  and  implemented  to  meet  established 
City  priorities  -  are  expected  to  reduce  greenhouse  gas  emissions  while  delivering  tangible 
local  economic  and  environmental  benefits;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  a  municipal  level,  reducing  greenhouse  gas  emissions  to  the  target 
established  by  the  Kyoto  Protocol  or  beyond  would  demonstrate  that  the  goals  of  the 
international  treaty  are  realistic  and  can  be  met;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
establishes  the  long-range  goal  of  reducing  San  Francisco's  greenhouse  gas  emissions;  and, 
be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  directs  the  Department  of  the  Environment  as  lead  agency,  to  work  with  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission,  and  other  appropriate  City  agencies  to  complete  and  coordinate  the 
analysis  and  planning  of  a  Local  Action  Plan  targeting  greenhouse  gas  emission  reduction 
activities,  so  that: 

a.  By  April  30,  2002,  these  agencies  will  complete  and  deliver  an  inventory  of  1990  and  2000 
greenhouse  gas  emissions,  including  as  a  first  step,  defining  the  scope  of  activities  and 
geographic  boundaries  to  be  included  in  the  inventory.  The  completed  inventory  should 
include: 

i.       an  accounting  of  greenhouse  gas  emissions  associated  with  City  activities  for  the 
baseline  years 
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ii.       an  accounting  of  greenhouse  gas  emissions  within  the  City  and  County  of  San 

Francisco,  but  not  associated  with  City  operations; 
in.      a  projection  of  future  emissions  through  the  year  2012. 

b.  By  June  30,  2002,  these  agencies  will  present  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  a  proposed 
plan  for  the  City's  role  in  achieving  a  greenhouse  gas  emissions  reduction  target  of  20% 
below  1990  levels  by  the  year  2012.  The  Plan  will  also  present  other  scenarios,  such  as  one 
describing  what  actions  would  be  necessary  to  reverse  global  warming,  according  to  the 
United  Nations  Intergovernmental  Panel  on  Climate  Change  (IPCC)  .  The  plan  should  include 
but  not  be  limited  to: 

i.  reductions,  the  approximate  costs  and  benefits  of  those  alternatives,  and  the  estimated 
time  and  resources  required  to  implement  them; 

ii.  recommended  combinations  of  measures  to  meet  an  emission  reduction  target  of  20% 
below  1990  levels  by  2012,  and  United  Nations  IPCC  set  scientific  targets  above  this  target 
that  would  constitute  a  proper  scientific  response  to  the  global  warming  crisis; 

iii.  an  assessment  of  which  of  those  alternatives  require  actions  that  lie  outside  the  City's 
control  and  what  the  City  can  do  to  influence  those  responsible  for  such  actions; 

iv.  an  assessment  of  the  time  and  resources  required  for  continuing  coordination  of  the  plan 
and  to  assure  its  successful  implementation;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  do  actively  support  the  Kyoto  Protocol,  and  call  upon  national  leaders  to  do  so  as 
well;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED.  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  join  the  cities  that  have  signed  the  Toronto  Declaration  in  calling  for  strong  national

Resolution  urging  the  California  Secretary  of  State  to  oversee  the  March  2002  primary 
election  in  the  County  of  San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  The  right  to  vote  is  a  fundamental  right  in  our  democracy  and  San 
Francisco  voters  deserve  the  assurance  that  local  elections  are  effectively  conducted  and 
overseen;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Recent  events  in  the  2000  and  2001  elections  held  by  the  County  of  San 
Francisco  have  raised  concerns  regarding  the  management  of  local  elections;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  May,  2001,  the  California  Secretary  of  State  was  notified  by  Dr.  Phillip 
Paris  of  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  Elections  that  approximately  3,600  ballots  were 
missing  and  unaccounted  for;  and, 

WHEREAS,  After  the  Secretary  of  State  reviewed  the  actual  ballots  in  a  random 
sample  of  approximately  3%  of  the  precincts  in  San  Francisco,  the  Secretary  was  unable  to 
reconstruct  the  canvass  of  votes  to  match  the  official  results  reported  and  certified  by  San 
Francisco  County;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Secretary  of  State  conducted  a  hand  count  of  ballots  in  21  random 
precincts  and  found  705  discrepancies  between  the  number  of  ballots  listed  in  the  Statement 
of  Vote  and  the  number  of  ballots  available  for  inspection,  equating  to  an  average  discrepancy 
of  8.8%  of  the  vote  per  precinct;  and, 

WHEREAS,  One  full  month  after  the  November  2001  election,  400  blank  ballots  were 
brought  into  the  Department  of  Elections  by  a  fired  poll  worker,  indicating  that  those  ballots 
were  not  accounted  for  at  the  time  of  the  election;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Eight  ballot  box  lids  used  for  the  November  2001  election  were  discovered 
in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  and  were  fished  out  by  the  Coast  Guard  after  reportedly  blowing  off 
ballot  boxes  stored  at  Pier  29;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Weeks  after  the  November  2001  election,  240  ballots  that  had  been  left 
inside  of  automated  precinct  machines  were  found  during  the  canvassing  process;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Secretary  of  State  investigated  the  2000  and  2001  elections 
and  monitored  the  run-off  election  for  City  Attorney  in  December  of  2001 ,  and  has  asked  the 
County  of  San  Francisco  to  recanvass  648  precincts,  at  the  great  expense  of  San  Francisco 
taxpayers,  for  the  November  2000  election  to  determine  whether  the  Secretary's  findings  were 
an  anomaly  or  were  consistent  with  other  precincts;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  recent  history  of  investigations,  findings  and  incidents  suggest  that 
greater  oversight  of  election  management  is  sorely  needed;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Elections  Commission  is  charged  with  addressing 
these  multiple  concerns,  but  is  newly  seated  and  still  developing  its  oversight  capabilities; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  electorate  deserves  nothing  less  than  a  fair, 
accountable  election  above  reproach  in  the  coming  March  primary;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Secretary  of  State  has  issued  his  order  for  San  Francisco  to  respond 
retroactively  to  potential  irregularities  in  the  2000/2001  elections;  now,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  in 
an  attempt  to  act  proactively,  do  hereby  urge  the  California  Secretary  of  State  to  oversee  the 
March  2002  primary  election  in  the  County  of  San  Francisco;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  send  this 
resolution  to  the  California  Secretary  of  State  for  his  review  and  action.

Resolution  urging  the  California  State  Legislature  to  introduce  legislation  restricting 
the  establishment  and  operation  of  charter  schools  and  their  satellite  campuses  to  the 
county  in  which  the  original  charter  was  issued. 

WHEREAS,  The  Charter  Schools  Act  of  1992  specifically  designates  the  maximum 
number  of  charter  schools  authorized  to  operate  annually  within  the  State  of  California;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  rate  has  been  mandated  specifically  to  regulate  growth  pending  a 
formal  evaluation  of  the  effectiveness  of  the  charter  school  system  in  2003;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Existing  provisions  in  the  Charter  Schools  Act  allow  for  schools  who  have 
been  granted  a  single  charter  within  one  county  to  operate  numerous  "satellite"  campuses 
throughout  the  state,  effectively  bypassing  the  state's  regulated  growth  plan;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Supervisory  responsibility  for  these  satellites  lies  within  the  school  board 
that  issued  the  charter,  regardless  of  the  location  of  the  satellites;  and,  due  to  the 
geographical  and  financial  constraints  of  the  local  school  boards,  there  is  often  little  or  no 
formal  oversight  of  these  satellite  campuses;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Charter  schools  are  part  of  the  public  school  system  and  as  such  receive 
public  funding  based  on  their  reported  average  daily  attendance  (ADA);  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  proliferation  of  satellite  campuses  and  the  subsequent  lack  of 
oversight  has  created  a  system  prone  to  fraud  and  mismanagement  of  public  funds;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  the  California  State  Legislature  to 
restrict  the  creation  and  operation  of  charter  satellite  campuses  to  the  county  of  issuance  and 
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that  it  require  each  satellite  to  obtain  the  approval  of  the  local  Board  of  Education;  and, 
therefore,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  directs  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  to 
forward  this  resolution  to  the  San  Francisco  delegation  to  the  California  Sate  Legislature  and 
to  the  Governor  of  California.

(a)  To  provide  for  the  support  and  protection  of  facilities  belonging  to  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  San  Francisco  Water  Department,  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  and 
other  City  Departments,  and  public  utility  companies;  and 

(b)  To  remove  or  relocate  such  facilities  and  provide  access  to  such  facilities  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing,  reconstructing,  maintaining,  operating,  or  repairing  such  facilities;

WHEREAS,  On  May  7,  2001,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  entered  into  a 
contract  with  Calpine  Energy  Services,  L.P.  ("CES")  for  the  purchase  of  electricity  for  the 
period  of  July  1 ,  2001  through  June  30,  2006,  which  contract  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  010739,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this 
Resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  During  the  12  months  leading  up  to  May  7,  2001,  the  California  wholesale 
electricity  markets  were  experiencing  extremely  high  price  levels,  levels  since  acknowledged

Resolution  authorizing  the  Planning  Department  to  apply  for  and  accept  funds,  in  an 
amount  not  to  exceed  $50,000,  from  the  California  State  Library,  State  of  California,  to 
aid  in  the  preparation,  adoption  and  implementation  of  a  cultural  preservation  plan  that 
promotes  the  preservation  of  Japantown  in  San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  is  distinguished  as  one  of  the  most  culturally  and  ethnically 
diverse  cities  in  the  State  and  nation;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco's  Japantown  is  home  to  only  a  few  remaining  tangible 
examples  that  reflect  the  history  and  traditions  of  its  Japanese-American  community;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  first  immigrants  from  Japan  settled  in  Japantown  as  early  as  1870, 
establishing  residences,  businesses,  religious  facilities,  and  social  and  cultural  activities;  and 

WHEREAS,  Japantown  grew  and  prospered  despite  discrimination  and  adversities  until 
World  War  II,  when  all  people  of  Japanese  ancestry  were  forcibly  moved  into  relocation 
centers,  thereby  losing  their  homes,  businesses  and  possessions;  and 

WHEREAS,  Following  World  War  II,  additional  impacts  to  the  physical,  social  and 
cultural  fabric  of  Japantown  were  sustained  as  a  result  of  the  activities  of  the  San  Francisco 
Redevelopment  Agency's  A-1  and  A-2  Redevelopment  Area  Projects,  resulting  in  further 
losses  of  historic  resources;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  historical,  social  and  economic  forces  which  helped  to  create 
Japantown  no  longer  exist,  and  Japantown  no  longer  has  a  high  concentration  of  residents  of 
Japanese  ancestry  living  in  the  area;  and 

WHEREAS,  Japantown  is  unlikely  to  be  able  to  attract  a  high  concentration  of  residents 
of  Japanese  ancestry  to  live  in,  or  return  to,  the  area,  and  will  not  be  able  to  sustain  a  high 
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concentration  of  community-serving  businesses,  organizations,  and  culturally-serving 
institutions,  even  though  is  remains  important  as  a  place  to  find  one's  roots,  as  manifested  in

WHEREAS.  Due  to  the  tragic  loss  of  historic  buildings  and  other  structures,  Japantown 
is  unlikely  to  be  listed  in  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places,  or  the  California  Register  of  ! 
Historical  Resources  as  an  historic  community;  and 

WHEREAS,  Traditional  community  development  strategies  have  not  fully  recognized 
the  important  and  unique  cultural  characteristics  of  Japantown;  and

WHEREAS.  The  State  of  California,  through  SB  307.  the  California  Japantown

of  a  specific  plan  for  San  Francisco's  Japantown;  and,  be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Planning  Department,  in  conjunction  with  the  San 
Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency,  is  urged  to  review  all  previous  plans,  studies,  regulation 
and  incentive  programs  that  have,  or  may,  affect  San  Francisco's  Japantown,  including,  but 
not  limited  to,  the  Concepts  for  the  Japantown  Community  Plan  prepared  for  the  Japantown

WHEREAS,  That  disenfranchisement  appeared  to  be  a  consequence  particularly  of 
two  factors:  insufficient  training  of  election  officers  and  lack  of  clear  communication  between 
election  officers  and  voters  due  to  language  barriers;  and, 

WHEREAS,  It  is  the  obligation  of  the  Department  of  Elections  to  ensure  that  the  voting 
process  is  properly  carried  out  and  that  all  voters  are  given  their  full  voting  rights  and 
opportunities;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  factors  responsible  for  the  disenfranchisement  of  some  "decline-to- 
state"  voters  can  be  addressed  through,  for  example,  more  thorough  training  of  election 
officers;  fliers  distributed  to  voters  at  polling  stations  in  all  major  languages  used  in  San 
Francisco  informing  "decline-to-state"  voters  of  their  choices  in  relation  to  voting  for 
candidates  of  specific  political  parties;  fliers  distributed  to  voters  at  polling  stations  in  al!  major 
languages  used  in  San  Francisco  informing  voters  of  the  Department  of  Elections  election- 
day  hotline  (staffed  by  speakers  of  all  the  major  languages)  for  immediate  response  to 
queries  and  complaints;  and  phone  access  at  all  precinct  polling  places,  to  ensure  that  such 
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communication  between  election  officials  and  voters  can  be  carried  out  immediately;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Department  of  Elections  act  to  rectify  the  shortcomings  of  the
